Document Dl , which is considered to represent the most relevant state 
of the art, discloses (page 4, line 2 to page 5, line 13 and claims 1-3 and 
10) a powder coating composition containing a carboxylated polyester 
resin with free carboxy groups and a crossiinking mixture, said mixture 
comprises at least one compound with a beta-hydroxyalkylamide 
functionality of 4 and at least one with a functionality of 2 and the weight 
ratio between the first compound to the second compound is from 90:10 
and 10:90. 

Consequently, the mean beta-hydroxyalkylamide functionality defined in 
claims 2 is the same as disclosed in Dl . 



2.2. Therefore, the subject-matter of claims 1-3, 7-16 and 18 lacks novelty in 
view of Dl . 

2.3. The subject-matter of claim 4 differs from the disclosure of D1 in that a 
benzamide is used as a crossiinking agent instead of an acetamide. 

2.4. The subject-matter of claim 19 differs from the disclosure of Dl in that a 
t-butyl substituted phenyl group is present in the beta-hydroxyalkylamide 
compound instead of a methyl group. 

3.1 . The submitted examples show that the replacement of th acetamide of 
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Dl by the benzamide of the application in the crosslinking mixture 
having a mean functionality of 3 used in the process for the preparation 
of powder paints leads to a better aesthetic appearance. 

3.2. Therefore, the objective technical problem solved by the aforementioned 
distinguishing feature is to provide a powder paint having a better 
aesthetic appearance.
